Claims 1-20 are considered allowable since the prior art of record and the considered 
pertinent to the applicant's disclosure does not teach or suggest a plurality of inter-electrode 
dielectrics arranged selectively and respectively on the corresponding first conductive layers, the 
mter-electrode dielectric has a dielectric constant larger than that of silicon oxide.
